Russia’3 Preparations for a War with 
China. 
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Tlir San Frau cisco Quarantine Question. 
[Special to the Record-Union.] 
W ashington, May 18th.—Representative 
Horace Rage has to-day received an interest­ 
ing letter from the Secretary’ of War in re­ 
sponse to one in whieli he invited the De­ 
partment’s co-operation in his movement to 
procure a part of some land in San Francisco 
bay for quarantine purposes. 
Secretary 
Ramsey embodies in his letter, with an ex­ 
pression of approval, the following telegram 
from General McDowell: “ I see by to-day’s 
dispatches that steps are to be taken to set 
off some portion of the public lands in San 
Francisco bay to be used by the city author­ 
ities for quarantine puposes, aud that 
Angel Island is suggested as the most 
suitable station. I beg leave to rep­ 
resent that there are several grave objections 
to the use of Angel Island, both as effecting 
the military service and the city of San 
Francisco. A station can be had on Goat 
Island, Peninsular Island, or, best of all, 
near Lime Point, between that point and 
Point Covello, where there is a delightful 
shelter, water and old buildings not now used 
by the military.” Secretary Ramsey con­ 
tinues: “ With reference t,o your inquiry as 
to the authority of this Department to grant 
the use of a portion of Goat Island or Angel 
Island for the purpose indicated, I beg to 
state that the Attorney-General, in an opinion 
May 13,1809, holds that the Secretary of War 
caunot convey to any person any interest 
in land belonging to the United States except 
in pursuance of an act of Congress expressly 
or impliedly authorizing him to do so, and 
that under this opinion an act of Congress 
will be necessary to authorize me to grant the 
use of any lands of the W ar Department to 
the city of San Francisco for quarantine pur­ 
poses.” In accordance with the above sug­ 
gestion respecting the land near Lime Point 
Mr. Davis will have his bill amended by the 
House Committee, to whom it was last week 
referred, so as to relate to the main land as 
well as the islands. 
The Colorado W ater Proposition. 
(Special to the Record-Unios. J 
W ashington, May 18th.—While the agri­ 
cultural appropriation bill was under consid­ 
eration in the House to-day, the Chairman of 
the Public Lands Committee, at the instance 
of Representative Belford, offered an amend­ 
ment appropriating 820,000 to enable the 
Commissioner of Agriculture to sink two ex­ 
perimental artesian wells in Colorado, east of 
the Rocky Mountains. Sparks, of Illinois, 
immediately raised a point of order that it 
was not germane to the bill, but the Chairman 
of the Committee of the Whole (Hooker, of 
Massachusetts) overruled the point of order. 
Belford then took the floor and characterized 
Sparks’ opposition as “ a small business.” He 
said he (Belford) hail yesterday supported a 
bill appropriating §9,000,000 to improve the 
Eastern rivers and harbors, and now when 
the West came forward and asked an appro­ 
priation of only 820,000 to demonstrate the 
existence of water in its arid regions, that 
gentleman rose in his place and objected. 
Hutchins, of New York, asked Belford where 
he found any warrant in the Constitution for 
such an appropriation, whereupon Belford, 
walking rapidly down the aisle and crossing 
the space in front of the Speaker’s table to­ 
ward the Democratic side, replied with char­ 
acteristic enthusiasm that he found the war­ 
rant in the fact that the Government owned 
this land, and it was its solemn duty to make 
it fit for human habitation. He immediately 
added, good-humoredly, but with great earn­ 
estness, “ no honest man can object to such an 
appropriation.” This elicited laughter and 
applause on both sides of the House. Pend­ 
ing further debate the Committee of the 
Whole rose in pursuance of the previous order, 
but it is thought the amendment will be 
adopted to morrow. 
Kraln E xp o rts—Ruling E rices. 
N ew Y o rk , May 18th.—The Bulletin prints 
a table of grain exports from Atlantic and 
Western ports, from which it compiles the 
following : For the month of April the total 
export of wheat from those ports—including 
flour reduced to wheat—was 11,111,885 bush­ 
els, against 8,983,480 bushels for the same 
month in 1879, so that, notwithstanding the 
speculative check to shipments, the exports 
for the last month exceed those of April, 
1879, by 2,131,485 bushels. Including the 
Pacific exports, the total export of wheat and 
flour from July 1st and to May 1st reaches 
151,059,301 bushels, against 124,189,588 bush­ 
els for the same period of 1878-9—an increase 
of 21.6 per cent. During these ten months 
Western wheat has averaged 81 25 per bushel, 
against 81 07 for the same time in 81878-9— 
showing an increase in price of 18 cents per 
bushel—while • 'alifurnia wheat has averaged 
81 15, against 81 03 for the preceding year. 
Applying the same statistical facts to flour, 
we find that Western flour has averaged 85 93 
per barrel, against 85 27 the preceding year, 
an advance of 67 cents, while the rise 
in California has been only 21 cents. 
The total value of the exports of wheat and 
flour from the United States for ten months 
amounts to the extraordinary figures of 
8185,732,596, against 8132,250,887.for the cor­ 
responding months of 1878-79. Compared 
with last year, which was one of unprece­ 
dented grain shipments, the value of wheat 
and flour exported during the last ten months 
exhibits an increase of 853,500,000. If we 
compare, however, with the average of previ­ 
ous years, the gain is still more important. 
Taking the five years preceding the last, 
which included two years of liberal export, 
we find that the shipments for the ten months 
averaged 82,309,730 bushels, or 12,400,000 
bushels less than for the ten months ending 
with the 30th ullirao. These facts are highly 
suggestive. They indicate the importance of 
the shrinkage of the volume of the national 
exports that may be expected to occur in the 
event of an averag harvest in Europe, and 
of the very low prices for wheat that would 
arise under such circumstances, along with 
the surplus of over 100,000,000 bushels of 
wheat beyond the export requirements. 
The Reported Tie Massacre. 
Los P inos A gency (Col.), May 16th —The 
reported massacre by White-river Utes of 
Bradbury’s party of prospectors from Del 
Norte is disbelieved. Chief Ouray has no 
confirmation. Acting Agent Sherman, under 
orders from the Department, and at Ouray’s 
request, followed the party nine miles up the 
north fork of Gunnison to warn them off the 
reservation and of the danger they were in­ 
curring. He found it impossible to overtake 
them, as they were evidently making for 
Eagle river. Several days previous to his 
arrival at their abandoned camp, at the junc­ 
tion of Water and Gnnnison rivers, a parley 
of some kind occurred, as the Indians report 
that Bradbury’s party claimed to be Mor­ 
mons, bound for Utah, though traveling in 
an opposite direction. Dr. McKenzie’s scout, 
Gibson, is here, but does not report any for­ 
ward movement of troops. The Gnnnison 
country is now swarming with prospectors. 
Origin of gold Nuggets. 
N ew Y ork, May 18th.—Professor Thomas 
Egleston read a paper last evening before the 
members of the New York Academy of Sci­ 
ences, on the origin of gold nuggets and allu­ 
vial gold nuggets. He said that all placer 
deposits were in sands which were alluvial, 
and are of two kinds, shallow aiid deep. The 
deep placers of California average 30 to 40 
cents per quarter yard. 
The time would 
come when the tailiDgs which are now 
wasted would be worked to greater ad vantage 
than much of the lighter deposits. In a dis­ 
cussion with J. L. Newberry, President of 
the Academy, Professor Egleston affirmed 
the solubility of gold, and stated that the 
large _ nuggets were foimed by a process of 
chemical deposit. The speaker exhibited a 


large number of vials containing gold com­ 
bined with its amalgamates, the result of 
many months’ ex[>eriment, which illustrated 
the theory of chemical deposits. 
Politics lii Illinois—Prospects 4>ooal for a 
Harmonious 4 (invention. 
S prin g field, May 18th.—A caucus was 
held to-night by the Grant delegates, and 85 
counties responded to the call. A dispatch 
from E. B. Washburne was read, urging his 
friends to support General Grant. 
The State Central Committee held a very 
harmonious meeting this evening, with all the 
members present but two. It was decided 
that A. M. Jones, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee. should call the Convention to order to­ 
morrow, and nominate as temporary Chair­ 
man Greene B. Raum, Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue. A resolution was then un­ 
animously adopted that none of the contest­ 
ing delegations be admitted to the floor of the 
hall, but be given tickets to the galleries, and 
the tickets for the remaining seating capacity 
of the hall be equally divided among mem­ 
bers of the committee. It was also decided 
to depart from the usual programme, on ac­ 
count of the contest in Cook county. In­ 
stead of calling the delegates together 
at 10 a. m. by Congressional districts, 
as E ”a,ial, to select district delegates 
and members of the different committees, all 
districts but the First and Third, which lie 
partly in Cook county, will meet at 10 
o’clock and select only their members of the 
Committee on Credentials. This plan gives 
satisfaction to everybody, and no business 
will be transacted until the contest in Cook 
county is settled. If the usual plan had been 
adopted at first, three districts would not 
have been represented on the different com­ 
mittees until their business was transacted. 
Under the programme adopted, the Conven­ 
tion will organize, districts will report, a 
Committee on Credentials be appointed, and 
a recess will probably be taken. When the 
report of the committee is presented and dis­ 
posed of, another recess will be taken to allow 
the districts to meet, so that a two days’ 
Convention now seems inevitable. The fair­ 
ness displayed by the Grant majority on the 
State Central Committee in making these ar­ 
rangements indicates that the Convention 
w ill be a harmonious one. 
The Blaine delegates and visitors held a 
public meeting to-night, which was largely 
attended. It was decided to unite with the 
Washburne men in the Convention, and de­ 
mand the admission of the Farwell Hall dele­ 
gates from Cook county. A committee was 
appointed to confer with a like committee 
from the Washburne meeting. 
The Washburne delegates met at the same 
time, none but delegates and alternates being 
admitted. The Washburne men claim to 
have had 85 delegates present, and that they 
have 110 in all. They decided to act with the 
Blaine men, and appointed a Committee of 
Conference. These committees met, and re­ 
ported to the meetings that they have agreed 
upon a plan for presenting the claims of the 
Farwell Hall delegates to the Convention, 
and had appointed prominent men from dif­ 
ferent parts of the State to represent them on 
the floor of the Convention. 
Alleged Bribery in Connection with Tex- 
us-l'neilie Railroad Land tirant. 
N ew Y ork, May 18th.—The Times says: 
An employe of the Census Bureau has ad­ 
dressed to the Chairman of the Committee 
on Paoihc Railroads some very strong alle­ 
gations in regard to the meaus employed to 
secure the Texas-Pacific corporation the land 
grant extension, which is now being sought 
from Congress. He claims to have evidence 
to show that 890,000 in cash ar.d 8100,000 in 
first-mortgage land-grant bonds were paid to 
Senators for votes to pass the Land Grant 
bill in the Upper House in July last, and 
that a million dollars’ worth of land grant 
bonds were civided for a similar purpose 
among members of the House. On the 3d of 
March the bill finally passed, and the Texas- 
Pacific scheme has been so fertile a source of 
Ubbying and wire-pulling in Congress as to 
give a certain interest in all probability to 
the charges now made.

fortifications at Vladivostock and in the 
Amoor district generally.

A possible postponement of the 
T’ekke expedition, in view of the threatened 
complications with China, is generally dis­ 
cussed in St. Petersburg. It is thought that 
General Skobelotf or Prince Ineratousky will 
be appointed commander-in-chief on the Rus- 
so-Chinese coast. A well-accredited report 
is in circulation that an officer has left St. 
Petersburg with orders for General Skobeloff. 
Russian Governorships. 
St. P etersburg, May 18th.—The Golos 
announces that General Albedinsky has been 
appointed Governor of Warsaw. General 
Todleben will succeed General Albedinsky 
in the Governorship of Wilna, Kovno and 
Grodno. General Drenteln, former chief of 
the third section of the Imperial Chancellory, 
will succeed General Todleben ia the Govern­ 
orship of Odessa. 
The American M inister at Constantino* 
pie. 
C onstantinople, May 18th.—After the 
return of Maynard, the American Minister, 
to Constantinople, Sawas Pasha renewed his 
protest against the jurisdiction which May­ 
nard had assumed through orders from Wash­ 
ington. Maynard has gone to Alexandria to 
try another American accused of murdering 
an Egyptian. It is believed the Egyptian 
Government will protest against Maynard's 
assumption of jurisdiction and ignore it. 
The Financial Control of Turkey. 
C onstantinople, May 18th.—A consider­ 
able anxiety exists at the Palace and Porte 
regarding the tenor of Goschen’s instruc­ 
tions. The creation of an International Fi­ 
nancial Commission is much dreaded, and the 
Suitan, with the fate of the ex-Kedive of 
Egypt before his eyes, will certainly resist 
energetically any attempt to take the finan­ 
cial control of the Empire out of his hands. 
The Itnllun Elections. 
R ome, May 18th.—Returns from 336 defin­ 
itive elections show the following results : 
Tho Ministerialists have elected 156, the 
Constitutionalists 117 and 63 members of the 
Dissident Left. Returns from Electoral Col­ 
leges up to the present time show that the 
Dissident Left has lost 18 seats and gained 3. 
The Ministerialists lost 20 and gained 15, and 
the Constitutionalists lost 5 and gained 25 
seats. The Famine In North Persia. 
L ondon, May 18th.—Rev. B. Larabee, 
the well-known American missionary at 
Oroomiah, North Persia, where the famine 
chiefly prevails, writes : “ Grain is Belling at 
eleven times ordinary rates. Rye has risen 
enormously, and people are living largely on 
scanty roots. Robberies are becoming alarm­ 
ingly frequent. Reports from Kurdistan re­ 
ceived from helpers among mountain Nes- 
torians are equally distressing. From this 
city, Oroomiah, to the Tigris, the famine is 
alike severe.”

The Bank of New Zealand, at its half 
yearly meeting in Auckland recently, de­ 
clared a dividend at the rate of 15 per 
cent. 
The South British Insurance Company, 
having an agency here, declared a 10 per 
cent, dividend at its half-yearly meeting 
in Aukland, April 12th. 
A miniature volcano is reported at the 
Sugar Loaves, on the west coast of New 
Zealand. This is near the base of an ex­ 
tinct volcano, and in the earthquake and 
volcanic belt. 
The New Zealand Herald says : The Pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship Company’s steamship 
City of Sydney arrived on the 9th instant, 
after a most unprecedeutedly quick pas­ 
sage of 19 days and 25 minutes from San 
Francisco. She left that port fully live 
days behind contract time, owing to the

Many 
dealers are of the opinion that flock masters do 
not, as a rule, give the packing and handling ol 
their Wool the great cure ami attention that Is 
necessary for the reputation of this interest in 
our State. Of course, the character «f the range 
has something to ao with the state of the fleece 
when clipped.

little care could be exercised by which Wool could 
be rendered more free from stubble, dirt, burrs, 
and ticks. It is a subject that should commend it­ 
self more particularly to growers, as the result of 
any extra attention given to their flocks cannot be 
otherwise than financially beneficial. Consignments 
at several depots present a wide difference in the 
qualities of Wool from the same district, which it is 
believed would not exist to such an extent if more 
prudence were shown in the 
miiiagcxnent of Sheep.

SENATOR BOOTH ON THE CANAL. 
Senator Booth made a bright and elo­ 
quent speech in presenting the report of 
the Sau Francisco Board of Trade on the 
question of the internceanic canal, but it is 
very doubtful whether his suggestions re­ 
garding the methods of constructing the 
canal are not too far in advance of the age 
to be accepted as practical. He thinks 
that the matter is too important to be left 
to private enterprise, and that it ought 
either to he taken in hand by a syndicate 
of Governments, constructed at interna­ 
tional expense, and then presented to the 
world as a free canal ; or that the United 
States ought to build it alone, and allow 
the world to use it freely during time of 
peace, reserving the right to close it in the 
event of a war. We are afraid that it 
would not be possible to get foreign powers 
to recognize the statesmanship of the first 
of these propositions. We fear that they 
would he too sordid to appreciate the sub­ 
limity of the conception, and that they 
would demur to the idea of taxing 
their subjects for the benefit of the 
human race. Nor does it seem to us that 
the second proposition is much more 
feasible, for if the United States were to 
go into the business of canal-building, it 
would require more responsibility than at 
present resides in our Government to pre­ 
vent the undertaking from being converted 
into the most colossal job of this or any 
other age. When Lesseps built' the Suez 
Ganal, though private capital largely fur­ 
nished the means, and though the facilities 
for supervision were much greater than 
could possibly be availed of with ns, the 
actual cost exceeded the estimates by one 
hundred per cent. What then shoTrld we 
have to expect when Congress controlled a 
similar work, and when political exigencies 
had infinitely more to do with it than 
engineering science ? Mr. Booth’s sugges­ 
tions are doubtless magnificent, hut they 
are not practical. Nor is it by any means 
so clear as lie and the San Francisco 
Board of Trade would make it appear, 
that the Nicaragua route is the best. If 
the question were only one between the 
Panama and Nicaragua canal projects, 
we are inclined to think that the latter 
should take precedence. 
But there 
is also the ship-railway project of Captain 
Eads, and we venture to say that no one 
who has carefully examined tlii3 proposi­ 
tion will give his adhesion unhesitatingly 
to cither of the other schemes. The ship­ 
railway has several very great advantages 
over a canal. It is fifty per cent cheaper, 
to begin with. It is almost independent of 
drainage. It is capable of being developed 
to a far greater carrying capacity than any 
canal could attain. 
It is liahle to no such 
unforeseen casualties as a Panama canal at 
least must be subject to. Before any deci­ 
sion is come to on this subject we are satis­ 
fied that the ship-railway ought tc be given 
a candid and patient examination, for we 
are strongly inclined to think that it is su­ 
perior in all essentials to every project yet 
brought forward in this connection. 
THE TEXAS PACIFIC BRIBERY CHARGES. 
Vague charges of bribery have it seems 
been preferred against certain Congress­ 
men, at present not named, in connection 
with the Texas Pacific subsidy hill of 1870. 
The nature of the charges, and the charac­ 
ter and standing of the accusers, are as yet 
enveloped in a good deal of obscurity. The 
bringing of such accusations at such a time 
inevitably raises a suspicion that political 
animosity may be at the bottom of the 
whole affair. It is a curious commentary 
upon our politics that whenever a man is 
accused of anything serious during a cam­ 
paign in which ho is a candidate, or under 
circumstances which suggest that he or his 
party may be injured, the instinctive ten­ 
dency of the public mind is to refuse to put 
faith in the allegations. Certainly it is a 
peculiar time at which to bring forward 
a story of this kind, and if, as is stated, 
the 
alleged 
bribery bears 
heavily 
upon 
a 
Republican candidate 
for 
the 
Presidency, the suspicion 
that 
the whole thing is a piece of campaign 
calumny will no doubt be greatly strength­ 
ened. At the same time it will be felt 
that there would not be anything surpris­ 
ing in the development of bribery in con­ 
nection with the Texas and Pacific sub­ 
sidy, for it is notorious that the whole pro­ 
ject has been saturated with fraud from the 
beginning, and that every concession the 
company gained from Congress has been 
acquired in the teeth of the most con­ 
vincing proof of the invalidity of its claims 
upon the Government. W hether there is 
any truth in the charges or not remains to 
be seen, but even if there is they are pre­ 
ferred at a very unfortunate conjuncture, 
since the public will be sure to suspect that 
this revelation is due solely to partisan en­ 
mity. 
' 


THE ILECTORAL COUNT. 
It is stated that the President is strongly 
disposed to call an extra session if Congress 
adjourns without taking any action upon 
the important matter of the electoral 
count. It has for some time been believed 
that the Democrats were determined to 
leave this question in its present unsatis­ 
factory state. It will 1)8 remembered that 
notwithstanding the danger which threat­ 
ened the country at the last Presidential 
election, nothing has been done to prevent 
a repetition of precisely similar embar­ 
rassments. The reason of th¡3 inaction is 
plain. The Democrats now control Con­ 
gress, and they perceive that the absence 
of any settled plan of action with regard 
to the electoral count may enable them, in 
the event of a close election, to seat their 
candidate. The spirit of party is thus, as 
always, indiSerent to the national well­ 
being. and those who are under its sin­ 
ister influence are willing to entail any 
mischief up^i the country rather than 
surrender the chance of a factional 
triumph. The presumption is that noth­ 
ing will be done to settle the question 
unless Congress is forced to take ac­ 
tion, and the course which it is now- 
said the President contemplates would 
probably be the only one capable of bring­ 
ing about a solution. If an extra session 
w-ere called, and a message clearly point­ 
ing out the necessity of action upon 
the electoral count was laid before Con­ 
gress, it would no longer be possible for 
that body to shirk the issue, and it would 
also be compelled to decide upon a just 
and equitable method of adjustment. It 
is not possible to rely upon the tactics 
which at the last election saved the coun­ 
try. It cannot be believed that the Dem- 
crats would again submit the question to 
an Electoral Commission, unless, indeed, 
they were able to pack that body in their 
own interest. It must be remembered 
that though on the former occasion the 
final decision of the Commission was ac­ 
cepted, it was at the same time sharply 
questioned, and that a large proportion of 
the nation lias never ceased to believe 
that it was unfairly procured. It is clear, 
therefore, that no dependence can be 
placed upon any such recourse in the 
event of a deadlock, and that lack­ 
ing any well-considered and perfectly 
equitable arrangements, the natural tend­ 
ency of the majority in Congress to enforce 
their own desires would be very apt to 
produce a condition of things even more 
menacing than existed four years ago. Nor 
can it be ignored that the advocates of the 
third term proposition have had in view 
some such entanglement as is here fore­ 
shadowed, in all their vague talk about the 
peculiar availability of General Grant. 
They have asserted that he wa3 the only 
man who, if elected, would be sure to see 
that he secured his seat. When asked to 
explain the meaning of this mysterious 
declaration they have declined to do so, 
but those who can read between the lines 
have no difficulty in understanding that 
what is anticipated is the overthrow of the 
Democrats in Congress by armed force. 
The country has probably had quite 
enough revolutionary scares, however. 
Four years ago there was a brief period 
during which civil war seemed imminent, 
and there must be few who have forgotten 
the sudden and serions shock which thi3 
apprehension gave to business throughout 
the Union. The American people do not 
want any more experiences of that kind. 
They are not willing that every interest 
should be put in jeopardy for no better 
purpose than the gratification of party 
revenges or ambitions. They long since 
demanded that the machinery of the elec­ 
toral count should be so adjusted and per­ 
fected as to render fraud and trickery im­ 
possible, and they will unquestionably 
hold to a strict account those who now 
endeavor to prevent the settlement of this 
vital question while there is yet time. No 
doubt there are difficulties in this case, hut 
there are certainly no insuperable diffi­ 
culties. The most serious obstacles are 
those which faction has reared, and they 
can be cleared away without endanger­ 
ing any national interest. This time the 
responsibility rests with the Democrats, 
and we are decidedly ot opinion Li,at ¡Í 
they adjourn now without doing anything 
in the premises, it will become the duty 
of the President to recall them, and force 
them to commit themselves one way or the 
other in the face of the country. 
The 
Democrats, by their evident reluctance to 
act, are at present unconsciously strength­ 
ening the third-term movement, for they 
are promoting a belief that it may be neces­ 
sary to nominate some Iiepub’iean who can 
be relied on even to violate the Con­ 
stitution rather than suffer himself to be 
fraudulently counted out. This of course 
is a very dangerous turn to give to 
popular thought, for thero are few influ­ 
ences more fatal to free government than 
that partisan heat which finds in the ex­ 
cesses of political opponents excuses for 
still further usurpations, and which leads 
earnest men on insensibly from step to 
step, until the landmarks of the Constitu­ 
tion are altogether lost sight of, and the 
form of government is changed for the 
worse. It is the interest of patriotism that 
such a danger should be guarded against 
before partisan passion has taken too strong 
a hold on the masses, for then it may not 
be possible to act wisely or effectively. If 
President Hayes follows the course which 
it is said he favors at this moment, he 
will deserve well of the country, and he 
will almost certainly avert very grave and 
menacing evils. 


THE TEXT-BOOK QUESTION. 
So far as can be ascertained the choice of 
text-books for the public schools does not 
appear to have been governed by any care­ 
ful comparison of the relative merits of the 
b o o k B . The fact that the McGuffey Read­ 
ers have been quite generally selected 
proves this, for the McGuffey Readers are 
certainly not the best, in a literary stand­ 
point, that were available. Had the Boards 
of Education been desirous of furnishing 
the schools with the most nsefnl and ap­ 
propriate Readers they would have been 
compelled to take the Pacific Coast series 
in preference to McGuffey’s. No person 
whose judgment is of any value, or who is 
intellectually competent to form a judg­ 
ment on such a question, can donbt that 
Bancroft’s Readers are very much better 
adapted to California schools than those 
which have generally been chosen. In the 
case of San Francisco the choice appears to 
have been controlled by corrupt agencies. 
At least this is the openly-expressed 
opinion of many sober-minded residents 
of that city. 
The new Constitution, in 
giving to the lceal Boards of Education 
the duky of choosing text-books, unques­ 
tionably diminished the probability that 
intelligent selections would be made. For of 
course there is no guarantee whatever for 
the competence of such boards in such mat­ 
ters, and the chances are that they will 
be far more accessible to venal influences 
than a State Board of Education ever was. 
This change was one of the imbecilities 
with which the framers of the new Consti­ 


tution so injured the educational system of 
the State, and there is scarcely anything 
in all their miserable botchwork which is 
less deserving of pardon. The first prac­ 
tical result, as now shown by actual ex­ 
periment, is that the schools are more at 
the mercy of the text-book agents than 
euer before, and that the tendency to 
adopt inferior text-books ¡8 not ODly more 
prevalent, but less amenable to wholesome 
protests and remonstrances. As if to com­ 
plete their mischievous work the Con­ 
stitution tinkers provided that when once 
a set of text-books had been chosen they 
must be retained for four years ; thus 
renderiug it impossible to get rid of bad 
books, and at the same time giving the 
publisher’s agents an assurance cf perma­ 
nent arrangements calculated to stimulate 
their proselytizing zeal. 
A worse mess 
throughout could not have been dsvised, 
and we have only begun to experience the 
evils it is so prolific of. 


THE COLOMBIAN DIFFICULTY. 
It is alleged by the New York Times 
that the Colombian Government has no 
justification for its protest against the 
establishment of a coaling station at or near 
Chiriqui, for that the land proposed to be 
used for this purpose is held by an Amer­ 
ican citizen under a sixty years’ lease. M e 
can hardly believe that the Times supposes 
this to be a serious argument against the 
attitude of the Colombian Government. 
Suppose that an American citizen should 
lease a piece of ground on the coast of 
England, and should then propose to allow 
the United States to establish a coaling 
station there, does our contemporary think 
the British Government would have no 
right to say anything about the project ? 
The fact is, or ought to be, quite apparent, 
that the United States Government is not 
justified in doing anything of this kind 
without first seeking and obtaining the 
consent of the Government whose ter­ 
ritory 
it 
is desired to make use 
o f; and if an 
attempt has been 
made to establish a coaling station at 
Chiriqui without first obtaining the sanc­ 
tion of the Colombian Government, the 
latter is perfectly jnstified in protesting 
against the act as a flagrant breach of in­ 
ternational comity, and as an act the like 
of which would assuredly never be ven­ 
tured upon with a strong power. The 
very weakness of the Colombian Govern­ 
ment ought to guarantee it even an exagger­ 
ated punctiliousness in questions of this 
kind. The United States are far too great 
and powerful to be able to afford to bully 
or put upon inferior Governments. No 
doubt a proper representation of the case 
would have obtained us all we wanted in 
this case, but there does not seem any 
evidence that such representation has been 
made. The Colombian difficulty is not 
solved by the statement of the Times, and 
thus far it has the appearance of a discred* 
itaffle piece of business on the part of our 
Government. 


THE ILLINOIS CONVENTION. 
The eyes of the country are turned upon 
Illinois to-day, and upon the Republican 
State Convention about to meet at Spring­ 
field. It is at present quite impossible to 
tell how the fight will terminate, for the 
reports are so contradictory that no de­ 
pendence can be placed upon them. It 
is asserted with absolute confidence that 
Blaine has the Convention, and that Grant 
has it. Nobody can make any really trust­ 
worthy estimate, for the reason that no­ 
body knows how the uninstructed dele­ 
gates will go. 
Thc-y are the unknown 
quantity in the problem, and it is because 
they are incapable of being placed that 
both sides undertake to place them. But 
though Illinois may be the pivotal State, it 
is not as inevitable as it appeared months 
ago. 
If Grant cannot carry the State 
Convention, indeed, his chances of a 
nomination at Chicago will be worth very 
little. But Blaine can afford to lose Illi­ 
nois and yet not be beaten. No doubt the 
friends of both candidates will exert them­ 
selves to the utmost to-day, and as both 
have plenty of veteran managers to aid 
them the contest will be a skillful and 
determined one. 
It is probable that the 
organization of the Convention will give 
the key to the final outcome, but with such 
wily and experienced contestants this is 
not certain. 


AN EXCELLENT RECOMMENDATICN. 
At a large and influential meeting of the 
citizens of Sutter and Yuba counties, on 
Monday, it was resolved to recommend the 
appointment of Mr. W. H. Parks as di­ 
rector of that drainage district under the 
Debris law. It would have been impos­ 
sible to make a better nomination than 
this, and we trust that Governor Perkins 
will make the appoiutmtnt so earnestly 
solicited by those who are most concerned. 
Mr. Parks is a man of remarkable energy, 
activity, and sagacity. He has studied the 
debris question as carefully and closely as 
any non-professional man in the State. He 
is fully identified with the interests of the 
section whose residents recommend him, 
and he can be relied upon to urge the re­ 
medial measures provided for in the new 
law, with determination and good judg­ 
ment. His appointment in fact will be a 
guarantee for the faithful testing of the 
law, and if the rest of the Board be com­ 
posed of as good material we shall expect 
great things from it, and we shall enter­ 
tain no fear of being disappointed.

W orkingm en’* Slate Convention—Second 
Day's I’roieedings. 
San F rancisco, May 18th.—At the morn­ 
ing session to-day of the State Convention of 
the \Y. P. C. a minority report of the Com­ 
mittee on Order of Businesa came up for con 
«¡deration, and gave rise to a di.-cussion on 
the all-important issue of the sendiug of del­ 
egates to the National Convention of the 
Greenback-Labor party at Chicago. 
The section providing for the election of 
four delegates at large to the National Con­ 
vention was offered a. an amendment to the 
report of the committee, and after a spirited 
debate was adopted by a vote of 56 to 44. It 
was announced by the Chair that the issue 
would come before the Convention in a differ­ 
ent form for final decision. 
A resolution calling for the election of two 
delegates to the National Convention in each 
of the four Congressional districts was also 
presented, but action was deferred until this 
afternoon, when the Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions will report. 
A motion to insert a section in the report 
on Order of Business, defining the position to 
be assumed by the W. P. C. in the coming 
Presidential campaign, was tabled. 
Delegates adverse to representation in the 
National Convention argue that the affilia­ 
tion of the W. P. C. with any political or­ 
ganization is unconstitutional. 
Delegates 
who favor a fusion with the Greenback 
Labor party in the National Convention and 
the nomination of a third candidate for the 
Presidency, contend that the principles of 
the two patties aie identical. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
San F rancisco, May 18th.—The Conven­ 
tion reassembled at 2 P. M., Vice-President 
Pond in the chair. 
Messrs. Buckley an 1 Cremony were ad­ 
mitted as delegates from the Ninth Ward 
Club of San Francisco, Martin Barry from 
Contra Costa, and Assemblyman Braunhart 
from the German Club of San Francisco— 
although there was much opposition to the 
latter on the ground that he was there in the 
furtherance of some job not fully explained. 
The report of the Committee on Platform, 
Constitution and Resolutions was then read 
and received, without discharging the com­ 
mittee. 
The principal points of the platform and 
resolutions are as follows ; The platform op­ 
poses land and other subsidies to corpora­ 
tions ; favors the taxation of United States 
bonds; demands the abolition of the 
contract system in prison labor; op­ 
poses the system of fees to officials, 
limiting them to legal salaries ; demanding 
that labor on the public works be on day 
wages, and that eight hours constitute a day's 
work; favoring compulsory education, the 
acquisition of copyright by the State of school 
books and their issue to children free of 
charge; pledging the party to support the 
present public school system ; demanding 
that the Legislature check lobbying and land 
monopoly ; demanding the restoration to the 
public domain and entry of forfeited railroad 
land giants, and no further extension of the 
same ; condemning the desert lands bill and 
others of a similar nature ; demanding that 
the Government make piovision for assisting 
settlers on unoccupied public 
lands ; 
that the President and Vice-President 
of the United States and Postmasters be 
elected by a direct vote of the people ; that 
Congress pass laws regulating fares and 
freights ; that stock-gambling be suppressed 
and stock-dealing regulated by law ; tbat 
Court expenses be reduced ; that the contest 
between the mining and agricultural interests 
should be settled by the .State making appro­ 
priations to enable woiks to be carried out 
that will remedy the grounds of contest; 
that cities shall own water and gas works ; 
that the banking business be delegated to the 
Government, and that gold, silver and 
paper money be mutually interchangeable; 
the enforcement of State control of railroad, 
water and gas companies ; the enfranchise­ 
ment of women, and a graduated income tax, 
and pledging the party to the enforcement of 
the law creating a tax for a fund to be loaned 
to heads of families desiring to settle on pub­ 
lic lands. 
The constitution provides that the party 
shall be known as the Workingmen’* Party 
of California, and a component part of the 
Labor party of the United States; that the 
members shall pledge themselves to dissolve 
all affiliation with other parties and support 
the nominees of the W. P. C.; that the Presi­ 
dents of recognized Clubs in each county 
shall constitute an Executive Committee for 
such county ; that the executive department 
of the paity shall consist of a President, Vice­ 
President, Treasurer and General Secretary ; 
that they, in connection with one Presi­ 
dent from each county, fo be elected 
by the Executive Committee of that 
county, shall constitute a State Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, eight of whom shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business ; all candidates for office other than 
judicial shall take a pledge to support the 
platform of the party and resigu when called 
upon by a Convention assembled for that 
purpose; the State Executive Committee 
shall establish, as soou as possible, a State 
Bureau of Labor Statistics; no member of 
the Executive or State Central Committee, 
no President, officer or member of any 
county committee, and no delegate to any 
nominating Convention shall be eligible to 
nomination for any office in the gift of the 
party, and no delegate to a nominating Con­ 
vention shall be allowed to resign tor the 
purpose of accepting any nomination. 
The addiiional resolutions demand the ab­ 
rogation of the Burlingame Treaty; the re­ 
peal of the national banking law and the ab­ 
olition of national banks; that public lands 
be held for actual settlers only, and steps 
taken to restore to the national domain for 
entry all railroad, wagon-road or telegraph 
line grants, when the grantees have not 
strictly complied with the terms of the 
grants ; expressing sympathy with the Mus­ 
sel Slough settlers in their contest with the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and demanding 
that Congress cancel the grant to the com­ 
pany and permit the settlers to enter the 
lands in question; protesting agaiust the 
location 
of 
land under soldiers’ or 
sailors’ warwants except for bona fide 
settlement, 
as 
tending 
to facilitate 
fraud; calling upon the Government 
to inquire into the depletion of the national 
domain by Spanish grants and soldiers’ and 
sailors’ warrants, and that the grants be can­ 
celed and the land restored to the public do­ 
main for entry ; sympathizing with Kearney 
in his unusual punishment, and with Mayor 
Kalloch in the extraordinary accusations 
brought against him, as tending to incite 
party strife, personal bitterness and a breach 
of the peace more than the alleged incendiary 
speeches of Kearney and Kalioch; also ex­ 
pressing sympathy with Kearney and his 
family in the recent death of a brother. 
After considerable discussion over the ques­ 
tion of returning the resolutions to the com­ 
mittee for condensation, the Convention 
finally adopted them as read. 
McCallion offered a resolution that in view 
of the necessity of electing a President of 
the United States opposed to Chinese immi­ 
gration. and in order to get rid of the Chinese 
incubus, the Convention declares Allen G. 
Thurman the choice of the Workingmen’s 
party for next President. 
Prolonged cheering followed the introduc­ 
tion of the resolution. 
A motion to lay the resolution on the table 
was lost by 24 to 80. 
After a long and heated debate the resolu­ 
tion was adopted—ayes GO, noes 41. 
The result was received with cheers. 
The opposition seemed more on the ground 
of the impolicy of expressing any preference 
st present, rather than of any objection to 
Thurman as a candidate. 
A recess was then taken till 8 o’clock P. m.

Tucson, May 18th.—A courier has just 
arrived from Old Camp Grant, sixty miles 
north of Tucson, and states that Eskemizen, 
chief of the old San Carlos Indians, and who 
is now at peace, has warned the whites on the 
San Pedro to leave for safety, and there is a 
large band of hostile Indians in the neighbor­ 
hood who have left San Carlos on the war­ 
path. Nine prospectors are known to have 
been killed, and five more are reported miss­ 
ing. The settlers and prospectors have left 
the district and are coming to Tucson. Great 
excitement prevails. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
Tucson, May 18th.—George Stone, who 
left for the American Flag mine this fore­ 
noon, located near the San Pedro, has just 
returned. He reports that he met seventeen 
wagons of settlers fleeing from the San Pedro 
to Tucson, who confirmed the report of Indi­ 
ans being in that vicinity, and of the pros­ 
pectors being killed.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Too Fond of B racelets.—Officer George 
II. M artin returned yesterday from Stockton 
with Miss Belle Ferris, who was arrested by 
the Chief of Police of Stockton, upon a war­ 
rant fr om here, charging her with jjetit larceny 
for taking two gold bracelets from Mrs. Shoe­ 
maker, corner Ninth and I) streets, in the 
forepart of this month. 
Belle was also 
wanted for various other indiscretions in this 
vicinity, which will ite presently brought to 
light by additional charges. 
The Stockton 
Erinintj M a ilin referring to her advent and 
arrest in that vicinity says : “ The accused 
was traveling afoot ou her way from Sacra­ 
mento in search of work, when one of Min- 
ahan’s neighbors directed her to his place, 
where she 
found what she was looking 
for. 
I.ast Saturday Mr. Minaban came to 
town, bringing Belle along to do some shop­ 
ping. 
Shortly after their arrival in town Mr. 
Minahan met Belle dressed up in pretty good 
style, and asked her where she had made the 
raise of the clothes. She said she just saw an 
old friend who made her a present of them. 
Upon looking more closely Mr. Minahan dis­ 
covered that the dress was his wife’s, and so 
informed Chief Bangmaid. In order to get 
the dress the easiest way possible Belle was 
allowed to return with her employer, only to 
be arrested on another charge the next day.” 


F olsom B ranch P r ison.-—The work of 
completing the Branch State Prison at Folsom 
has been commenced under the supervisory 
charge of architects Cook and Clark of this 
city. 
The last Legislature appropriated $40,­ 
000 for the work of completing the structure, 
proviaing heating apparatus, water supply, 
etc. 
Of ths work still to be done it is in­ 
tended, as far as possible, to have it per­ 
formed by prison or convict labor. To ar­ 
range for this class of labor being introduced 
upon the work, conveniences for heating pur­ 
poses and furnishing water fur prison uses 
and facilities for feeding them will be first 
provided, and then such prisoners selected 
from San Quentin and put upon the work as 
are found to be competent to perform the 
work required, those whose terms are nearest 
out being given the preference. I t is thought 
arrangements to feed and keep them safely 
can he completed within from two to three 
months, and then from 00 to 100 convicts 
can be utilized to a saving for the State. The 
painting of the prison is at present being 
done, and the plastering being next in order, 
the question of whether wood or iron lath 
shall be used in the walls is at present under 
consideration by the Board of Directors and 
is to be decided at their next meeting, to be 
held on the 29th instant.

KEA2NETS CASE. 


It Assumes a Greater Importance and 
Promises to Become a Leading Case 
In the 
Exposition of Constitu­ 
tional Eights of 
Citizens 
as to Free Speech. 


Kearney’s case was again before the Su­ 
preme Court in bank at 9 a . m . yesterday. 
For Kearney, Mr. Barbour advanced these 
propositions: 
First—That the complaint charges no 
crime, as it sets out the effect of the language 
and not the language exactly. 
Second—That it is fatally defective because 
it does not allege the language uttered within 
the hearing of any one. 
Third—T hat the Legislature had no power 
to delegate its legislative power to the Super­ 
visors to establish offenses (and impose pen­ 
alties) that should thereafter be public of­ 
fenses. 
Fourth—That the Supervisors did not com­ 
ply even with the legislative enactment, and 
fix the penalties, but left it to the Police 
Judge. 
F ilth—The ordinance and the prosecution 
and judgment under it are repugnant to the 
general laws of the State in that they at­ 
tempt to punish an attempt to commit a 
breach of the peace by 81,1)00 fine and six 
months imprisonment, while the general law 
punishes the breach of the peace itself by not 
more than $200 fine and two months in the 
county jail, and an attempt, to commit by 
one-half such penalty. 
Sixth—The prosecution and ordinance are 
in violation of the constitutional right guar­ 
anteeing liberty of speech to the citizen. 
Seventh—The ordinance—even admitting 
that it was properly published prior to pas­ 
sage—was, pending such publication, and on 
tiie very night of its passage, materially 
amended, and that the ordinance, as so 
amended, was never published prior to pas­ 
sage. 
Eighth—There never was an order passed 
by the Supervisors directing any publication 
of the order, as there should have been. 
N inth—Mr. Barbour then generally re­ 
viewed the proceedings in the Police Gourt, 
and claimed that the 
record had been 
amended after the trial in order “ to make 
the prosecution stick.” He urged anew the 
power and right of the Supreme Court on 
habeas corpus to inquire into all matters 
tending to show the validity or invalidity of 
the ordinance under which the prisoner was 
convicted and is held. 
THE REPLY. 
Mr. Smoot directed almost his entire ar­ 
gument to the point that the question of the 
proof of the ordinance and its validity was a 
question of fact passed upon by the Court 
below, which judgment was affirmed by the 
appellate Court, and became 3 final judg­ 
ment not subject to review by any Court on 
habeas corpus. As to the validity of the 
ordinance, it was admitted that the publica­ 
tion of the ordinance prior to passage was 
perfect., because the ordinance was amended 
after printing and before passage, May, 1866. 
Now the object of printing is to give notice 
to the people that the Board of Supervisors 
would legislate upon a given subject, and 
that notice being given, all the subsequent 
changes made in the matter are in order, for 
the people have had notice of the intent of 
the Board, and it never has been required 
that ordinances after being 
printed and 
amended shall again be printed before pas­ 
sage. But the prisoner is held for violation 
of Order 697 as amended by 1196. Now 1196 
was passed eight years after, and is acomplete 
and perfect whole within itself, and it is 
shown by the files of the Examiner that it 
was properly and fully published, and its in­ 
tegrity is not attacked. 
Mr. Smoot held 
that had Order 1196 been made an addendum 
to each and every section of Chapter 3 of the 
ordinances, it could not be more efficacious 
than in is present independent amendatory 
form. 
Mr. Murphy waB permitted to add a few 
words. 
He said Order 1196 is a complete, 
full and absolute order, not even referring to 
Order 697 except in its title. 
I t differs in 
many particulars from 697 and provides dif­ 
ferent crimes and penalties. 
Now Order 
1196, passed in 1874, although declared by 
title to be amendatory of 697, is a complete 
and unattacked law, and under it the prisoner 
is held. 
Whether 697 was finally properly 
pa-sed or not, he did not care, for 1196 was 
complete, and the Courts have held that the 
title of an Act is not to determine its charac­ 
ter. Attack has often been made in San 
Francisco before the District Courts upon 
the power of the Board of Supervisors to pass 
these ordinances, and it has been invariably 
held by the District Courts and by the Su­ 
preme Court that the Legislature had the 
right to delegate the power to the Super­ 
visors to pass these ordinances. 


th e rem edy. 
But it is said that the complaint charges 
defendant with a violation of law under Ordi­ 
nance No. 697. If that be true, his remedy 
was an appeal; it is but defective, and may 
be corrected on demurrer, and failure to de­ 
mur closes the door to the objection. But, in 
fact, the complaint charges an offense under 
697 as amended by 1196. As to the ordinance 
and conviction being a violation of the con­ 
stitutional right of free speech, Mr. Murphy 
did not deem the point worthy of considera­ 
tion. The right of free speech does not im­ 
ply the right to use foul, vulgar and profane 
language, and the abuse of persons with foul 
tongue before crowds íd the street, and the 
heaping of opprobrious epithets upon citizens. 
This Court has directly held (ex parte De­ 
laney, 43 Cal.) that such use of language is 
an offense, and may be restrained by law. 
(To Justice McKinstry)—The language may 
under this law be either profane or obscene, 
or tending to create a breach of the public 
peace—just as the jury may find. 
It is not 
required that it be found that the language 
was profane and obscene and tending to create 
a breach of the peace. Nor need it be ad­ 
dressed to a person, but it may be of a per­ 
son. 
(To Justice McKinstry)—Yes, we hold that 
it is settled that the Supervisors may declare 
such things to be offenses, and that this Court 
has held and settled it that the Legislature 
had the power to give the twelve Supervisors 
power to make certain things offenses. 


a v ital POINT. 
Justice McKinstry—If this ordinance is to 
be maintained, then it must be on the propo­ 
sition that any language a jury of twelve 
men may deem of a character tending to cre­ 
ate a breach of the peace shall he an offense. 
That is the bald legal proposition here and 
outside of the language charged here, which 
is utterly indefensible, and will be used by no 
man who owns to self-respeet or a regard for 
public decency. 
Justice Thornton—Mr. Mnrphy, can you 
show me any Act of any legislative body re­ 
stricting the liberty of speech ? 
Mr. Murphy—I protest against the per­ 
version of this term “ liberty of speech.” It 
is not intended to mean licentiousness of 
speech, the abuse of speech, the incitement 
to riot and breach of the peace, the abuse of 
persons and----- 
Justice Thornton—I don’t care if you do 
protest, sir. l ’rotest all you jilease; but I 
shall use the term “ liberty of speech” as I 
did use it, if I wish. 
I again ask you if you 
can show me any enactments like this in 
in other States in restraint of liberty of 
speech ? 
Mr. Murphy—Yes, sir ; I can do so if 
giveD time to note down the citations. 
Justice Thornton—Send them in at any 
time. 
THE LAST ARGUMENT. 
Mr. Barbour said the new Constitution, 
Section 26, Article X L, declare that all cities 
shall be subject to general law, that are now 
organized or may be hereafter. The Consti­ 
tution intends that they shall be controlled 
by general law, with the right to make cer­ 
tain ordinances. Now a breach of the peace 
is an offense under the general law, Section 
664 Penal Code, punishable by two months 
imprisonment, and for an attempt to create a 
breach of the peace the penalty is one-half 
of th a t 
Yet under an ordinance of a city 
six months imprisonment and a fine of $1,000 
is the penalty for like offenses. As to the lib­ 
erty of sfieech. he declared that there can be 
no law restraining freedom of public sjieech 
and criticism at lawful meetings, assem­ 
bled for lawful purposes, and on this prop­ 
osition rests the whole liberty of the nation. 
If counsel would, since the sedition laws, 
show a single conviction on any ground ex­ 
cept where the meeting was unlawful in 
character, he would abandon his case. He 
denounced the doctrine that police officers can 
sit as censors in lawful meetings and assem­ 
blies and pass upon the character of the 
language there used. The law protects lawful 
meetings, and all the statutes regarding all 
assemblies for religion, of electors, for enter­ 
tainment, etc , draw the constant distinction 
between lawful and unlawful meetings. Two 
years ago the Legislature passed a law to 
punish for use of language tending to incite 
riot. 
It was passed t« supply an alleged de­ 
ficiency in these ordinances, yet the next 
Legislature repealed the foohsh law, because 
the whole system and theory of our Govern­ 
ment as founded by the fathers, is that the 
speech of the citizen in lawful public assem­ 
blies shall not lie restrained, though the per­ 
son using speech is resjxinsible for abuse of 
the privilege. 
Any other view destroys 
the verv foundation of free institutions. 
The Courts have been the great bulwarks 
to the preservation of this principle. 
It can 
never attain, and the jieople remain free, if 
police officers shall be permitted to sit in 
meetings and arrest whenever in their judg­ 
ment a remark is offensive. He did not say 
that every meeting is lawful, nor wish to be 
understood as defending the licentious use of 
language, but did wish to be understood as 
denouncing all attempts to infringe apon the 


constitutional liberties of the citizen. 
He 
submitted the case to the Court. 
Chief Justice Morrison gave both parties 
yesterday and to-day to file a list of authori­ 
ties relied uj>on, and at 12:20 P. M. the Court 
adjourned. 
The decision is exjiected Thursday evening 
or Friday next. 


HEW 
BUILDINGS. 


There seems to be a good prospect of at 
least the usual activity in the building line 
the present season in this city, and while 
there are many places to rent in the lower 
portion of town, where water is inconvenient­ 
ly handy in the basement, and the nightly 
serenade of frogs is unceasingly given from 
all portions of the yards, still there are few 
if any desirable tenements remaining unoccu­ 
pied, and this fact will insure a continuance 
of construction and improvements. 
Among the buildings now in process of 
erection, or being imjiroved, a visit to the of­ 
fices of the city architects shows the following 
as a partial lis t: 
N. D. Goodell, architect, has in hand con­ 
struction and improvements a3 follows : 
For A. L. Frost—New residence on I 
street, between Fourteenth and Fifteenth ; 
two-story and basement, with all modern im­ 
provements. Cost, about 83,500. 
Dr. A. B. Nixon—Remodeling of residence 
on 51 street, between Nintli and Tenth ; 
adding a story consisting of French roof; 
also addition for office rooms. 
Cost, §3,000 
to 84,000. 
J udge N. Greene Curtis—Improvements to 
residence corner H and Sixteenth streets; 
erecting tower in center of H-street front, 
finished below with Grecian portico; also 
carriage-house and stable on rear of lot. 
John T. Carey—A new residence on south 
side H street, between Twelfth and Thir­ 
teenth, in place of the one-story house know n 
as the Powell place. Cost about §4.000. 
VY einstock & Lubin—Addition to Mechan­ 
ics’ Store ; extending rear portion of building 
40x60 feet. 
Cost, §2,000.

§3,000. 
George Schroth—A two-story brick build­ 
ing, K, between Front and Second streets; 
lower floor for stores and upper for dwelling- 
rooms. §2,000. 
H. Levy will build on Fourth street, be­ 
tween N and O. two-story trame, with brick 
foundation, with all conveniences. 
§2,500. 
F. W. F ratt is preparing to build an addi­ 
tion to the Union Hotel, extending from the 
old building back to the alley, giving addi­ 
tional depth of 95 feet by 85 in width, with 
50 rooms arranged in suits. The new portion 
to be three stories and basement. 
The build­ 
ing to be finished in modern architectural 
style, with fancy window caps and ornamen­ 
tal cornice. 
This improvement the proprie­ 
tor also intend to supplement, when com­ 
pleted, by raising and remodeling the front 
portion of the building to correspond, which, 
when finished, will give the whole a fine ap­ 
pearance and render it exceedingly commo­ 
dious for hotel purposes.

Mr. Hamilton has also prepared plans for 
an additional story, in the shape of a mansard 
roof, to the Western Hotel, covering the en­ 
tire main building, giving an addition of 38 
rooms, and an increased height to the main 
part of about 18 feet, and the central tower 
extends to an altitude of 36 feet above pres­ 
ent hight of building. On the corners of 
the building are to be rectangular pavilions, 
capped with iron crestings, with a eimi 
lar finish as 
the 
central 
tower. 
This 
would 
make 
the Western 
the highest 
and most prominent of any building in town, 
with the exception of the Capitol, and would 
be notedly conspicuous from all approaches 
to the city. Estimates have been made by 
contractors upon the improvement, but just 
when it will be proceeded with is not deter­ 
mined. I t will cost about §13,000. 
Peter Bchl is also about to build a fine res­ 
idence on N street, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth, facing the Capitol grounds. 
The 
building will be two-story, with French roof, 
brick basement, and provided with all modern 
improvements. 
Cost about §7,500. 


S aving of H is M oney.—It is not often 
that a man is willing to suffer the disgrace of 
laying in jail to serve out a fine at one dollar 
a day when he has the money to jiay it or 
can borrow it of anybody else to save himself, 
but such was not the case with Andy Hanson, 
whom Deputy Sheriff Brissell arrested for 
having an extraordinary sized drunk on, and 
after a night's entertainment at the police 
lock-up was yesterday sentenced by Judge 
Henry to a fiue of §7 00 for the unnecessary 
size of his spree.

would he do for these necessaries. Conse­ 
quently he wanted to go to. jail, but to his 
amazement the Judge would not let him, and 
required him to come down with the coin. 
This he finally did under protest, and with 
the evident determination stamjied on his 
face that “ by the holy powers ” he would get 
even with the Judge and do as he was a mind 
to after all, by getting on another drunk and 
being arrested without a cent left in his 
pocket.
